establishment of the independent 
small nations of Armenia, Greece, 
Syria and Palestine as “the best 
bulwarks against the de- 
luge.” 
The Khedivial court in Egypt, Mr. 
Sevasly pointed out, is composed of 
Circassians and Turks. Thereare no 
real Egyptians connected with it.

POLES INCLUDED. 
This estimate of 500,000 includes 
Gen. Haller’s three Polish divisions, 
still in France, whose landing rights 
at Dantzig continue to be a matter 
of controversy. Other forees which 
the French would use against the 
westward spread of the Bolsheviki 
and to prevent the effective co- 
operation of Russia and Germany, 
include the Poles, what is left of 
the Rumanian and Serbian armies, 
and the French, Italian, English and 
Greek troops of the oid Saloniki 
expedition, now pretty generally 
scattered through the Balkans, 
But while they contend thaf their 
military plan would be successful as 
the only possible solution, the 
French have little hope that Eng- 
land and America will agree with 
them as to any extension of military 
operations anywhere. 
President Wilson has been quoted 
as saying in a recent conversation 
that it would be as sensible as to 
try to prevent the air going through 
a sieve as to try to check  Bol- 
shevism with troops. Lioyd George 
clings to the belief that sooner or 
later the Allies have got to confer 
with the Bolsheviki. 
French critisism no langer names sae 
dividual peace-makers or separate 
nations but that criticism is grow- 
ing greatly in volume, taking the 
ground that the delay in Paris over 
what it calls unessential, or at least 
untimely, things, has come danger- 
ously near to making world peace 
impossible for a long time to come. 
The situation in Hungary fur- 
nishes a prolific text. It is called the 
beginning of a new war. It is also 
described as being to the Paris con- 
ference what Napoleon's hundred 
days were to Venice. Watever it 
may be called it is attributed wholly 
to the delays in the Peace Con- 
ference.

“Floor” Impost Paid in 
Sixth District. 

Arthur H. Kriete of Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue 
Carter's force of field deputies 
in the Sixth District, who is 
in charge the payment of 
what ts known as the floor 
tax under the Federal law of 
1918, reported yesterday that 
with the arrival of the morn- 
ing mail today there will be 
only a few delinquents. 

Approximately 1000 liquor 
Gealers in the district have 
made returns already, and 
they have furnished more 
than $200,000 as full pay- 
ments, and $500,900 in partial 
payments and bonds filed.

WITNESSES TELL OF 
SUGAR FOR MERRITT. 


MODEL GROCERY AND JEVNE 


COMPANIES SOLD MANY 
SACKS; CASE STILL ON, 


A mass of matter, running all 
the way from the testimony of a 
stenographer to a resume of the 
grocery bills of Hulett C. Merritt, 
made up the proceedings yesterday 
before United States District Judge 
Trippet and a jury, in the prosecu- 
tion of the Pasadena millionaire on 
a charge of violating the Food Con- 
servation Act. 

One of the features of the day 
was the testimony of Harry Riggs. 
employed at the Mode! Grocery in 
South Pasadena, who was recalled 
by the government. He testified 
to a number of conversations with 
servants of the Merritt household, 
after the passage of the Food Con- 
servation Act, but before the re- 
strictions limiting the supply of 
sugar hed.been placed in effect. 
These servants told him, he de- 


clared, that they had been in-. 


structed to order ten sacks of 
sugar from the Model Grocery Com- 
pany, and the same amount from 
the H. Jevne Company. Only 
three of the ten sacks to be ase- 
cured from the Mode] Grocery Com- 
pany were delivered, the witness 
hed related in his testimony of 


To show that the defendant had 
personal knowledge of purchases 
made for his family, Miss Clara C 
Huff, a stenographer of the H. 
Jevne Company, testified to receiv- 
ine a check from Mr. Merritt for 
$401, in part payment of a grocery 
bill of $634.18. This latter bill was 
sent to Mr. Merritt from the con- 
cern, as testified to by Charles B. 
Anderson, assistant manager, but 
the letter ie not yet in evidence. . 

The record produced in court fIn- 
dicated that between August 12. 
1917, and June, 1918, Mr. Merritt 
ordered 1509 pounas of sugar, but 
only 1009% pounds were delivered. 
In October, 1917, he ordered and 
received two 100-pound sacks and 
seventeen and one-half pounds in 
another purchase, it appeared. 

On November 5, 1917, Mr. Merritt 
ordered 600 pounds of sugar, but 
only one sack of 100 pounds was de- 
livered. 

During November, 1917, Mr. Mer- 
ritt- purchased 170 pounds of sugar 
the records show; in December, 280 
pounds, in small ten and twenty- 
pound orders; in January, 1918, 
103 pounds; February, 102 pounds; 
March, fifty pounds; April, thirty 
pounds; May, twenty pounds, and 
June, thirty-seven pounds. 

This makes a total of six 100- 
pound sacke of sugar ordered and 
received the Model Grocery 
Company and the Jevne Company, 
but one of the sacks is unaccounted 
for 


Tt is expected that Miss Anna 
Hare, a former cook for the Mer- 
ritts will be among the witnesses 
today.

SUED FOR LIBEL. 


Seventy-five Thousand Asked 
by Hulett C. Merritt. 


Paper Would Hide its Own 
He Says. 


Malice Charged i in Publishing 
Alleged False Evidence. 


Hulett C. Merritt, Pasadena mil- 
Honaire, on trial in the United States 
District Court, charged with hoarding 
sugar, filed suit against the Los An- 
geles Examiner yesterday, asking 
a total of $75,000 damages for an 
alleged libelous paragraph which 
read as follows: 

“That H. C. Merritt, Sr., million- 
aire, on trial in United States Dis- 
trict Court for alleged sugar hoard- 
ing, advised his son's wife that food 
Was going to be scarce; that he was 
going to accumulate a quantity of 
that and she would better do the 
same, was the testimony yesterday 
of Mrs. Sallie Hillyard Polk Merritt, 
divorced wife of Hulett C. Merritt, 
ar.” 

Mr. Merritt declares that the pub- 
Heation was neither fair nor true, 
nor was it a fair or true report of 
the judicial proceedings which it 
purported to report. He gays it was 
malicious, and that it was “a false 
printed publication which ¢xposed 
this plaintiff’ to obloquy, and that 
plaintiff has been damaged thereby 
in the sum of twenty-five thousand 
($25.000) dollars.” 

This $25,000 is for actual dam- 
ages; $50,000 is for exemplary dam- 
ages. 

PART OF COMPLAINT. 

The complaint prepared by Attor- 
ney C. W. Pendleton, Jr., in 
paragraph two, declares: 

“That defendant ts engaged in 
publishing a daily newspaper in the 
city of Los Angeles and has been 
so engaged for several years prior 
to the filing of this complaint. That 
said newspaper is commonly known 
as the Los Angeles Examiner. That 
said newspaper is * commonly 
reputed to be closely affiliated with 
certain other newspapers now being 
published, and which for various 
times prior to the filing of this 
complaint have been published in 
divers other cities of the United 
States. 

“That the newspaper published by 
defendant and the said affiliated 
newspapers have since the declara- 
tion by the government of the United 
States against the imperial Ger- 
man government, editorially and 
otherwise espoused policies which 
have been regarded by the public 
generally as being designed to hin- 
der and impede the government of 
the United States and the govern- 
ments with which it is allied froma 
successful prosecution of the war in 
which they have been engaged 
against the said Imperial German 
government, and which have been 
regarded as being designed to give 
aid to the enemies of the United 


States. 


“That as a result of such policies, 
the said newspapers, including par- 
ticularly the newspaper published by 
defendant, have come to be regarded 
by the public generally as being of 
questionable loyalty, and that the 
circulation of such newspapers, in- 
cluding particularly the newspaper 
published by defendant, has conse- 
quently, as plaintiff is informed and 
belleves and therefore alleges, suf- 
fered very considerable diminution, 
but that notwithstanding such 
diminution said newspaper still has 
a large circulation in the city of Los 
Angeles and vicinity.” 

THE TESTIMONY. 


Merritt sets out the statement 
of ex-daughter-in-law as fol- 
lows: 

“Mr. Merritt stated that there 
would be a shortage of food and said 
that he thought people ghould try to 
save something in case there was 
this shortage and advised me to do 
the same thing.” 

The complaint also states that “In 
order to restore the circulation of 
the defendant, said newspaper, the 
Los Angeles Examiner, and in or- 
der to counteract the public doubts 
respecting the sincerity of its al- 


legiance to the government of the 


United States, as aforesaid, said de- 
fendant has tried to publish only 
such statements respecting the said 
trial of plaintiff as would meet the 
approval of the attorneys prosecut- 
ing the case.” 

In support of this statement, the 
complaint copies the Examiner's 
heading of the alleged libelous para- 
graph which is declared to be false 
and libelous and was designed to 
cause belief that Mr. Merritt In- 
tended to commit the crime for 
which he ia on trial.

FIVE MILLIONS 


Los Angeles and Glendale 
Heirs are Involved. 


Phoenix Woman __ Brings 
Charge Against Executrix. 


Story of Contested Grants by 
Indians Revealed. 


[BY A P. NIGHT 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) March 26.— 
Mrs, Fanny F. Hunter Cuppy of this 
city, one of the beneficiaries of the 
935,000,000 estate of Robert F. Hun- 
ter, who died in Los Angeles in 
February, 1912, today filed a peti- 
tide fer of the will 
ing that the estate is not being prop- 
erly administered and distributed in 
this State. The hearing waa set 
for April 21 before Judge Lyman. 

Hunter is said to have left land 
holdings of 1,540,500 acres tn Ari- 
zona, besides other property in Cali- 
fornia. In his will, dated the 
month before he died, he named 
Virginia I. Hunter, Jr., of Glendale, 
Cal., executrix. The allegation is 
made ‘by Mrs. Cuppy. that the 
executrix ig wholly unfamiliar with 
business and .incompetent to serve. 

It is alleged that the executrix re- 
fused to turn over or have recorded 
certain deeds and that she has failed 
properly to care for the Los Angeles 
jestate and to list all of the assets of 
the estate. 

The heirg named in the will are: 
Fanny F. Hunter Cuppy of this city, 
formerly of Cleveland; Virginia I. 
Hunter, Jr.. Rosebud Harris, Maude 
Guittard, Daisy Mangum, C. B. 
Guittard, Edwin R. Harris, I. A. 
Mangum, all of Glendale, Cal.; Rob- 
ert F. Hunter, Alyce Miller, both 
of Los Angeles; Virginia I. Hunter, 
deceased. John T. Cuppy, Phoenix, 
land Philip 8. Hunter, Washington, 
Cc. 


The filing of the suit by Mrs. 
Fanny F. Hunter Cuppy at Phoenix 
brings out a long and bitter legal 
ag = between the heirs of Robert 

Hunter and the United States 
according to the details 
disclosed last night by C. B. Guit- 
tard of Glendale, one of the heirs. 

That the $5,000,000 estate men- 
tioned in the suit is still in litigation, 
in which the Hunter heirs are op- 
posed by the United States Commis- 
sioner of Lands and the Indian 
Commissioner, was the statement of 
Mr. Guittard. 

In 1914 Mr. Guittard brought suit 
in Arizona to record title to 3284 
equare miles of land in Southern 
Arizona. The deeds, it was alleged 
in hig suit, were executed by cap- 
tains of certain Papago Indian vil- 
lages, in Decémber, 1880, to Robert 
F. Hunter of Washington, D. C., a 
former army officer, in ccauiciabeiinn 

of his services for the Papago In- 
dians. Mr. Hunter was named by 
the Indians as their representative in 
their fight to have their lands re- 
corded to them, on the ground that 
they were citizens of Mexico at the 
time of transfer to the United States 
of lands seuth of the Gila River un- 
der the treaty of Guadalupe Hfidago. 
The United States government con- 
tended, on the other han, that the 
Indians were the wards of the gov- 
ernment, and therefore could not 
execute any deeds to their lands. 

As his share in compensation for 
his efforts, Robert F. Hunter waa 
given 1,540,500 acres of the land, 
That 4, together with the land 
claim by the Indians, is still in. 
litigation, though the United States 


Supreme Court handed down 4&4 
decision March, |! the 
government's suit b to the lower 


courts. 

The suit for probate, filed yester- 
day in Phoenix, Mr. Guittard be-; 
lieves, resulted from a misinterpre- 
tation of the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion and the impatience of Mrs. 
Cuppy at the long delay in settling 
the estate. There is no Los Angeles 
estate, Mr. Guittard said.

WICKED NEW PRIMARY. 

Controlled by an administration-labor 
union coalition, another California Legisla-, 
ture has failed to give to the electorate of 
the State an open and honest primary law. 
The Breed act, which passed the Assembly 
on Monday, contains all the vicious features 
which have_made the primary laws of the 
State foySthe last six years vehicles for 
the conveyance of fraud that have enabied 
@ patronage-controlied State machina to 
thwart the will of the electorate, to «iis- 
franchise political parties and to perpetu- 
ate, boss rule. 


rect primary acts; but none of them ig so 
vicious, so unfair to the voters, so intolera- 
ble as the primary act of California. ‘The 
Southern California members of the ves- 
islature made a courageous but unavailing 
attempt to secure the enactment of a pri- 
mary law that would be fair to all parties, 
Siving special privileges to none. Assem- 
blyman Carter charged the administration 
forces, during the” discussion of the bill, 
with writing into the statutes of California 
@ thing that is made a felony in nearly 
every other State. . 

Purity of elections has ceased to exist in 
California, even in name. The Constitution 
expressly provides that partisan primaries 
shall be held: and the main object of the 
Breed act fs to evade that constitutional 


partisan. The Johnson no-party bill was 
beaten by the voters of the State in 19:5 
by a big vote: but many of the nonpartisan 


Direct primaries were heralded ten years 
as panaceas for the country’s political 

The main argument used for their 
adoption was that they would drive bosses 
and machines out of politics. Experience 
has proved, however, that they lend them- 
selves more readily to boss rule and cor 
rupt manipulations than did the old conven- 
tien system. There is now a moven.ent 
throughout the country to return to a modi- 
fied convention form of government; but 
the vote given to the Breed bill proved that 
it hag not yet reached Sacramento. Idaho 
returned to the convention plan two wesks 
ago. Legislatures of other States are con- 
templating a similar step. 

But the Breed act is ao drawn that it is 
a mockery of direct primaries. It permits 
candidates to seék nominations of parites 
other than their own and forces the use 
of a primary ballot making it impossible 
for a voter to tell from its perusal to what 
party the candidates presenting themselves 
belong. It contains a further feature that fs 
the very negation of good govérnment. In 
place of permitting the, membership o: a 
party at large to ‘elect delegates to,a con- 
vention for the purpose of formulating a 
party platform it dinects that the candt- 
dates of each party shall meet in a con- 
vention. after’ they have received their mom- 
inations and write the party platform. The 
result is that, in place of a declaration of 
principles, the platforms are mere claptraps 
| devices to catch votes. 

No justification was attempted by the ad- 
ministration speakers of the provision of 
the act which conceals the party affiliation 
of candidates. ‘That is, of course, nonpar- 
tisanship in all its pristine purity--more 
properly ftmpurity. 
voter can gee at the voting booth the ballot 
of the party tamed in his registration 
Diank The names of the candidates appear 
thereon in alphabetical order. But “he vot- 
er has no way to.know whether they are 
Republicans, Democrats, Socialists or Rol- 
sheviki. When the Republicans from South- 
ern California presented an amendment re- 
quiring that the party registration should 
appear on the ballot AFTER THE NAME 
OF KACH CANDIDATE, the administration 
forces silenced all debate by moving the 
previous question. 

Printed ballots are used professedly ‘or 
the information ‘and convenience of the vot- 
er. Under an honest primary law they 


party affiliation of candidates whose names 
appear on the ballot. But that is the very 
thing the Breed act takes such pains to con- 
ceal. There are Bolsheviki registered in 
California. Next year there mav be quite 
a number of them. A declared Bolshevik 
can get his name on the primary ballot 
simply by circulating a petition and secur- 
ing a few names. And there is nothing on 
the ballot to warn the Republican voter 
that a professed Bolshevik is there seeking 
Republican votes. The vicious nature of 
such an act is self-evident. 

Yet such is the primary law that has been 
foisted on the State by a machine-controlled 
Legislature. While its operation could be 
easily suspended by resorting to reféren- 
dary legislation, little good would be ac 
complished, as that would leave the equal- 
ly vicious 1913 act etill in force. Many 
earnest répresentatives favor the prepara- 
tion of an honest primary bill and subdmit- 
ting it to the electorate by resort to the 
initiative. The Times is opposed to this on 
principle. We believe in representa‘ive 
government, but we confess such govern- 
ment is far from perfect when the people 
continue to permit themselves to be mis- 
represented year after year by sending to 
the Legislature so many demagogues and 
weaklings. Los Angeles is represenied this 
year by an exceptionally able legisixtive 
delegation: but the central and northern 
parts of the State have not yet awakened 
to the necessity of guarding their own in- 
terests tg sending only honest and capable 
men and women to Sacramento to legislate 
| for them. |
